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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir: 

This is in response to the restriction requirement Office Action dated May 28, 

2004. 

In the present application, claims 1-19 are pending and subject to a restriction 
and/or election requirement. In particular, the Office Action states that there are six Species of 
cup holders illustrated in the drawings of the present application. 

In response, applicant elects Species El composed of Figures 5-12, with traverse. 
Applicant believes the elected Species is readable upon claims 1-6 and 15-19 and elects those 
claims for prosecution. 

Applicant notes that the present invention is for a cup holder on a shopping cart, 
with various embodiments of the invention being shown in the drawings. Applicant also notes 
that the application is entitled to a reasonable number of Species in covering the subject matter 
that applicant has a right to claim. Accordingly, for this reason, applicant believes that the 
restriction requirement is too broad, and that no restriction requirement should be made, or that 
the number of Species in the restriction requirement should be greatly reduced. 

There is no undue burden placed on the Examiner if all the alleged Species are 
considered together. Applicant notes that in an informal review of classes 280, 224 and 211, 
which are considered relevant to the present invention, less than 10 prior art documents were 
found relating to a cup holder for a shopping cart. Accordingly, applicant submits that the 
embodiments provided in the drawings of the present application should not be considered as a 
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separate species, but should be examined all together in a single invention, together with all 
claims listed in the application. Applicant therefore respectfully requests reconsideration of the 
restriction requirement, and that the requirement be withdrawn and that all claims and Figures in 
the present application be considered on the merits. 
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
